to Texas Publisher 


BEAUMONT, Texas — t/l'i — James 


Lytton Mapes, president of the Beau- 
mont Enterprise and Journal, died of 
a heart attack Friday at the age of

DALLAS, Texas—(^P)—Jesse Jones,

passengers were saved from a fiery 
death Friday by two daring pilots who 
raced a flaming monoplane to earth 
while fire raged in their compartment, 


Ed Heffley of Houston, Texas, the 


pilot, was seriously burned about the 
face and arms. 
Co-Pilot Eugene 


Schacher, Houston, was less seriously 
injured. Jones helped pull them to 
safety. 


Jones gave them full credit for sav- 


ing his life and the lives of his fellow 
passengers, former Governor and Mrs, 
W. P. Hobby and Joe Toomey, Jones' 
secretary, all of Houston. 


All of the four escaped injury ex- 


cept Hobby, who was cut slightly 
over the right eye. 


The blazing monoplane, with the 


pilot and co-pilot grimly facing] the 
flames in their compartment dived al 
a rate estimated by Heffley at 275 
miles an hour. 


The plane landed in a field on a 


farm near Ferris, 20 miles south of 
Dallas, skidding to a smoking halt on 
its belly after the landing gear had 
been torn off. 


Jones and his fellow passengers tore 


open the door of the fiery pilots' cm- 
partment and dragged 
Heffley and 


Schacher t safety. A few moments- 
later the plane was destroyed by the 
blaze. 


Schacher said he and Hegbley smell- 


ed a gasoline leak cut off the motor 
and began a gradual descent. A 
ment later, he said, there was a back- 
fire and a flash of flame. 


As fire began to eat at the single- 


motored ship, Heffley put it into a 
dive. 


"Pilot Heffley told me to go back 


and tel Ithe passengers what had hap- 
pened," Schacher said. 


"I told them to fasten their safety 


belts, that the plane was on fire and 
that we would land in a hurry. They 
did not show any alarm, but quietly 
did as I tol dthem." 


Jones said Schacher then rejoined 


Heffley in thei pilots' compartment, 
tightly closing the door to the pas- 
senger cabin. 


"If they had 
not 
stuck to their 


posts." he asserted, "we all would 
haave been killed. 


"With the plane ablaze, the pilot 


made a quick forced landing—a beau- 
tiful piece of work—in a field neai 
Ferris. The plane hit hard and we 
scrambled out, pulling the pilots fron: 
the flaming compartment." 


Jones said he did not have time to 


be frightened. 


"We came! down so fast that we 


didn't have time to think," he said,

dried bread, zwieback or toast, light- 
ly buttered. A drink of milk or a 
cracker may be given in the middle 
of the afternoon provided this does 
not disturb the appetite at meal times. 


6- p. m.—Same as breakfast. In ad- 


dition, soft-cooked egg, junket, cust- 
ard, or some simple dessert may be 


given. A white vegetable (see above) 
may be substituted for the cereal, and 
soup for the milk. 


Up to the age of 9 or 10 years, the 


child may have a mid-afternoon lunch, 
but after that he should have three 
regular meals with the family. 


Thick cream should not be given to 


small children, because ti is common- 
ly associated with disturbances of di- 
gestion, and with coated tongue, foul 
breath, and similar difficulties. 


Fresh cottage or cream chesee may 


be given to children of 3 or 4 years 
of age, but other forms of cheese are 
not especially suited to children be- 
fore the youngsters are 10 years of age 
or older. 


Eggs may be given at all ages, but 


the nature of preparation 
varies. 


Fried eggs should not be given to 
very young children. Before the age 
of 7 they should get only plain omelet. 


Most children from 5 to 100 years i 


old may have a fresh egg for break- 
fast and another for supper, unless any 
of the mhappens to be sensitive to
